TO THE CONSUMER 


Byidence as to How the Price 
Apples Enters Into the High 
Cost of Living. 


of 


Ottawa, Jan, 81.--5. A. Ruddick, 
dairy and cold storage commalssioner, 
to-day gave some ‘interesting evi- 


dence ‘before the committee on agri- 
culture, regarding the price of apples. 
This is the first series of inquiries 
instituted with the object of ascer- 
taining the cause of the high cost of 
living, 

Mir. Ruddick said that growers of 
apples should study the seasonable 
time for shipping and markcting of 
the various classes of fruit. 

Much had been lost this year to the 
producer and conéumer by putting 
apples on the market in the green 
condition and. before they were fully 
matured, 


Chairman Sexsmith asked for an 
explanation of the report that last 
fa farmers sold their papples on 


the tree for 75 cents a barrel, while 
the consumer in wie West paid as 
high as five dollars and over. 


Mr, Ruddick sald he believed that 
the prices averaged from §1.00 to 
$1.50 a barrel on the tree, 

“You have been misinformed,” said 
J. E. Armstrong, of Lambton, “That 
is away above the figure.” 

Mr. Ruddick calculated. the — cost 


of laying down a barrel to the con- 
sumer ir Winnipeg as follows: $1 
a barrel for the apples off the tree; 
45 cents for the barrel; 17 cents a 
barrel for picking and packing; 19 
cents for commission to the buyer; 
80 cenis for freight to Winnipeg; 19 
cents to the broker, on a five per 
cent. basis; 50 cents to the retall- 
er; making a total cost to the con- 
sumer of $38.25 a barrel. 

Dr. Schaftner said that a cost of 
a barrel from the car at Winnipes 
to the consumer was $2.90 « barrel, 
while the producer got 70 cents a 
barrel,
